FEMA Offers

Mortgage and
Rental Assistance

New Jersey residents who lost their
jobs or the income of a loved one as a
direct result of the September 11 terrorist
attacks and who are now facing foreclosure
or eviction, may be eligible for mortgage or
rental assistance from the Federal Emer-
gency Management Agency (FEMA).

To qualify for mortgage or rental
assistance, you must have been living in the
residence when the terrorist attacks

occurred and have suffered disaster-related
financial hardships, such asa loss of
employment or income. In addition, you
must have received written notice of
foreclosure or eviction proceedings and be
unable to make mortgage or rent payments.

Both
lines are staffed 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. Monday
through Saturday.
